“At the time of McChesney’s death,’ 
faid Dr. Tloyd to a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch, “all of the indications 
pointed to heart disease as the cause 
of death. . That being the case, I gave 
the undertaker permission to embalm 
the body. 

“This morning~ rumors reached me 
that possibly McChesney had commit- 
ted suicide, and, to settle the question, 
I ordered a physician to hold a post- 
mortem examination. The embalming 
will not interfere materially with the 
autopsy, and if McChesney took poison 
the autopsy will show It.”

SPENT MONEY AT POOL 





During the Afternoon in Coul- 
terville He Played With 
Two Strangers.

SPARTA, Ill., Dec. 20.—The torn bits 
of a letter and a 5-cent check issued by 
a pool hall in Coulterville, Ill., are the 
chief clews to the mystery surrounding 
the tragic death of Harold E. Hallworth 
of St. Louis, who was shot on a lonely 
midnight drive from the home of his 
sweetheart. The mystery so far has 
baffled the town officials of Sparta and 
the relatives and friends of the dead 
man and of the young girl whom he 
had told good-by a short time before 
his death. 

Residents of Sparta, almost without 
exception, believe that young Hallworth 
was murdered. 

Haliworth’s lifeless body was brought 
to Sparia early Tuesday in the buggy 
from which he had driven out of town 
the afternoon before. The horses, with- 
out a driver, were heard to enter their 
stable about 2 a. m. The body, lying 
in the buggy. was still warm. 

The generally accepted theory that 
Hallworth was murdered for his money 
was strengthened yesterday afternoon. 
Frances East, his sweatheart, told 
Coroner McKenzie that ghe remembered 
Hallworth mentioning to her, just 
before they parted, preceding his death, 
that he had a bie roll of money with 
which he intended to pay for a visit.to 
Colorado. Miss’ Kast did not mention 
this .fact when she testified before the 
Coroner's jury Tuesday night. 

Spent. Money in Poolroom. 

It bears out the statement of Coul- 

terville witnesses, examined last night, 


that Hallworth spent money freely in 
that town. He even insisted on paying 


Seemed in the best of spirits. Persons 
in the pool hall thought he was a good 
Spender and a good fellow. 

That is the tneory opened up by the 
finding of,the pool check in the dead 
man’s clothes. 

On the torn fragments of a letter is 
based another theory. The envel- 
ope of this ietter, found on the floor of 
the buggy which brought the lifeless 
body of Hallworth to Sparta, is ad- 
dressed to him at 2622 Olive street, St. 
Louis. It was postmarked in St. Louis 
Dec. 8 The handwriting on the en- 
velope resembles that on a leather. post- 
card found in one of his pockets. This 
card was sent to him at Arrowsmith, 
Iil., from St. Louis. In the lower left- 
hand corner of the card is the signa- 
ture, “B. G.,”’ the initials of Miss Ber- 
tha Gerberding of Campbell Hill, IIL, 
whose photograph was found in Hall- 
worth’s watch. 

Miss Gerberding, it is said here, has 
recently been employed in S8t. Louis. 
Her address is not known. Hallworth 
is said to have been attentive to her 
before he became acquainted with Miss 
| East, about five months ago.

Nothing is known of the whereabouts 
of Jones, the self-confessed murderer of 
Mr. Rice. Strange to say, Jones was 
never indicted. He was never detained 
on the charge of homicide, not even af- 
ter his confession. But he was allowed 
to go back to his home in Texas. He ts 
not there just now. If he were he 
would, no doubt, fare pretty badly. 
of strong Texans are eager to have a 
talk with Jones. They want to puntsn 
him In their own way for the wrong he 
did to a pretty little country lass w 
home adjoined the one tn which Jones’ 
people lived in the Lone Star State. 

William Marsh Rice had been a wid- 
ower for years when he went to New 
York and took apartments at 300 Mad- 
ison avenue, He had no lar servants 
other than Jones. He brought him 
from Houston, Tex., where Jones had 
worked for him. Jones was private 
secretary, companion and valet to Mr. 
Rice. A scrubwoman was employed to 
clean the apartments once or twice a4 
week. 

Patrick in a native of Texas. He 
studied law in his native State. He 
went to New York, was admitted to the 
bar and did a small business. Very lit- 
tle was known of him there as a lawyer, 
He made the acquaintance of Jones, & 
weakling, who was easily controlled, 
and the charge is that the two soon 
agreed to take the life of Rice In order 
that they might divide his millions. 

Rice had not been in good health for 
some time, and at the suggestion of 
Patrick, Jones, it was charged, gave his 
master mercury. 

How Rice died was told by Jones whe 
he appeared as a State witness against 
the accused lawyer. The death oc- 
curred Sept. 23, 1990. The same night 
Patrick telegraphed to Capt. Baker. a” 
attorney of Houston, Tex., informing 
him of Mr. Rice's death. Shortly after 
that Patrick gave orders that the body 
of Mr. Rice be embalmed and then cre- 
mated. No detection would have been 
possible had it not been that the day 
Patrick had intended to have Mr. Rice’s 
body cremated the crematory was out 
of working order. Hence there was a 
delay. During that time an autopsy 
had been ordered and performed and 
traces of chloroform were located in 
the dead man’s lungs. Cast. Baker 
hurried to New York and “Patrick 
showed him a will which he sald had 
been signed by Rice in the presence of 
two witnesses. 

Made Will tn Texas. 

About five years before his death Mr. 
Rice had made a will in Texas, and this 
will had been drawn up by Capt. Baker, 
who had been named one of the execti- 
tors. According to the first will, Mr. 
Rice left the bulk of his fortune for 
founding an institute In Houston and 
which was to be known as the William 
Marsh Rice Institute. According to the 
will drawn by Patrick, the bulk of Mr. 
Rice's fortune was left ‘“‘to my dear 
friend and attorney, Albert T. Patrick, 
to be used by him as he sees fit.”’ 

The second will has since been de- 
clared a forgery. 

Both Jones and Patrick were arrest- 
ed, charged with forgery first. While in 
the Tombs Jones attempted to commit 
suicide by cutting his throat. He recove 
ered. Then when he decided to turn 
State's evidence he told how Patrick 
had passed the knife to him and how 
Patrick had agreed also to commit sul- 
cide at a certain hour. Patrick never 
made an attempt to take his life, how- 
ever. Jones was the chief witness 
against Patrick, who, in the mean time, 
had been indicted for the murder of 
Rice. After Patrick's conviction Jones 
went South and he has not been 
in New York since. 

Patrick's trial began in January, 1903. 
He was convicted March & of that 
year, and on April 7 was placed in one 
of the steel cells in the death house in 
Sing Sing. 3 

On only two occasions did Patrick 
leave the death house since his first en- 
try. The first was when he went to 
Albany at the time his case was argued 
before the Court of Appeals. The seo- 
ond was when he went to New York to 
be reswentenced to death. 

Since his inearceration tn Sing Sing 
Patrick firet prepared his own case for 
appeal and lost. Then he made two 
motions for new trials. He lost both. 
Finally, he prepared his case for ap-

The bullet which killed Hallworth 
entered above the left ear and lodged 
near the top of the skull. Another 
bullet cut a slight scalp wound in the 
forehead and ranged upward, pene- 
trating a light_felt hat that he wore 


and the top of the buggy. 

Two abrasions we found on the fore- 
head. One of these is just above the 
right eye and the other across the 
bridge of the nose. There were no pow- 
der burns about the wounds. 

The articles found on his person in- 
cluded a pocket map of Illinois, photo- 
graphs of Miss Alverna Steele of Shiloh 
Hill, Ill., Hallworth’s former home, of 
Miss Bertha Gerberding and her sister, 
Lena, a razor, looking glass, comb and 
pair of brass knucks. He wore a belt, 
with the holster of the revolver, around 
his body. under the shoulders. 

Coroner McKenzie told a _ Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that in his opinion Hall- 
worth was murdered for his money. He 
expressed the same opinion before the 
jury and urged them to a careful in- 
vestigation to find out as speedily as 
possible tne guilty person or persons. 

When asked about the size of the} 
bullet with which Hallworth was killed, 
he said that it was of .32 caliber, but 
that he would weigh it to make abso- 
lutely certain. This is the same caliber 
as the revolver that was found in the 
bottom of the buggy. Coroner McKen- 
zie said, however, that he believed the 
bullet had been fired by another than 
Hallworth. : 

He bases his conclusion chiefly on the 
bruises on the dead man's forehead. 
When the body was found the head was 
thrown back. It had not struck the 
dashboard.

Retween eighty thousand and one hun- 
fred thousand customers of St. Louis |; 
firms will receive letters within a few 
days asking that they make a direct | 
appeal to their congressmen and sen- 
ators to favor the appropriation for the 
proposed deen waterway between thie. 
Gulf of Mexico and the Great Lakes. 
The project of sending out the letters 
Was adopted at a meeting of 100 busi- 
ness men in the Business Men's League 
VHOmMs 

The text of neo letters will explain the 
$50, 000,000 appropriation bill now before 
Congress for the improvement of rivers, 
and will indicate the need of impre ssing 
the public's desire tor the big improve- 
Ment upon legislators. 

President Smith of the league, who 
@ddressed the gathering Wednesday 
afternoon, said there was no question 
@bout getting the appropriation if the 
proper amount of favoring public sentl- 
ment is showa. The railroads, he sid, 
fealize their inability to cope with the 
traffic situation, and are not opposing 
the deep waterway scheme. 

In an address at the annual dinner of 
the Engineers’ Club of St. Louis, at the 
Mercantile Club W ednesday night, Har- 
Ty Hawes spoke on ‘Fourteen’ Feet 
Through the Valley.’”’ He explained the 
Objects and advantages of establishing 
connection between the Gulf of Mexicuo 
and the Great Lakes by means vf the 
proposed deep waterway, 

He said that Congress had refused to 
Mnke necessary appropriations on ac- 
count of the absence of clearly ex- 
ressed public sentiment. The blame, 
e said, should be placed where it be- 
longed, not on the Government, but on 
the people.

Rule to Cut Down Number 
of Desertions. 


It is no longer necessary for a young 
man who enlists in the navy and tires 
of the life after a short time to brand 
himself as a deserter by running away 


from the service and thus incapacitate 
himeelf for life from holding »roperty 
in his own name. According to an or- 
Ger just issued by President Roose- 
Velt he may purchase his honorable 
discharge at a nominal sum at the end 
of a year if, because he dislikes the 
Service or for another good reason, he 
Wants to leave the navy. 

One of the penalties of desertion is 
that the deserter is never to be al- 
lowed to hold property in his own 
name, It is said that the richest man 
in Washington, having deserted the 
navy*in his early days, has attempted 
in “ain for 15 years to get Congress 
to efase from the naval regulations 
the act that keeps him from holding 
the property in his own right and 
compels him to have it all in his 
Wife’s name. Every time the matter 

8 come up a President has vetoed 
the bill.

After three years of en- 
listment the price of the outfit will 
only be charged the applicant for dis- 
missal. In cases where the applicant 
for an honorable discharge is finan- 
clally unable to meet the payment re- 
quired the Navy Department may, in 
its discretion, remit whatever part of 
the amount it may think proper. 

Lieut. White said Thursday that the 
order would receive general approba- 
tion both among the officers and men 
in the navy. He said that the men 
most affected by the order would be 
those who had enlisted and would en- 
list hereafter on the spur of the mo-.- 
ment and, when they decided they did 
not ilke the navy, would desert.

“The principal fact that stood out in: 
the discussion was that there were se- 
rious obstacles to be overcome in any 
place that was selected,”’ said a mem- 
ber of the committee. “The present 
charter for a bridge at Mullanphy street | 
igs an element of uncertainty in the lo-- 
cation of the bridge in the North End. 
The prohibition against a pier bridge 
south of Eads Bridge is a complication | 
in locating the bridge in the South End. 
We will probably have to get additional 
Federal legislation before we can go 
ahead with perfect assurance. The prob- 
lem of approaches and of the purchase 
of real estate for them was also brought 
forward in the hearing. The sum of 
$3,500,000 is little enough for this work, | 
in addition to building the bridge. The. 
question of serving the preesnt railroad | 
terminals, and, at the same time. pro- 
viding for railroads that will ask an 
entrance to the city in the future, also 
stood out in the discussion. 

“The public hearing did not solve any 
of these questions. It merely put them 
up to the committee in an unmistakable 
way.” 

Very little original information ‘was 
brought out at the hearing. 

Albert T. Perkins, the Bridge and Ter- 
minal Commission expert, who listened 
attentively to the speeches, was asked 
after the hearing whether he had 
learned anything from the addresses. 
‘He answered: “I did not learn a sin- 
igle thing I had not known before the 
hearing started.’’ 

Each speaker at the hearing began his 
address with the fervent declaration 
that he favored his section of the city, 
inot because he lived there, but because, 
‘in his opinion, it was the best site for 
| the bridge. Then he added, ‘“‘But if the 
,committee in its wisdom shall locate the 
bridge elsewhere I shall bow to the will 


of the committee.’’ 
One speaker, Sheridan Webster, elicit- 











ed enthusiastic applause by the words, 
“The place where the bridge is to be 
located is of less importance than that 
we get the bridge ang get it quickly.” 
Many of the speakers condemned the

Mrs. Davidson's suit for damages was 
’ based on the plea that as a result of 
the accident she would be afflicted for 
| Hfe with bodily infirmities. 

Within 60 days after the jury gave its 

decision Mrs. Davidson, according to 
| affidavits filed by the United Railways 
' lawyers with the Supreme Court, had 
go far recovered her health that she 
"was able to attend daily the races at 
'the Pair Grounds track. 
The record of her attendance at the 
| track, the names of the horses she bet 
| on, theaters and other public places, 
' which she Is said to have visited, have 
' been carefully noted by a private detect, 
ives employed to shadow her. 

That Mrs. Davidson is now and has 
always been in good health and was not 
' seriously hurt in the accident, is now 
represented by the United Railways 
©o., to the Supreme Court. 

Attorney Seneca R. Taylor. who rep- 
‘ regented Mrs. Davidson in the Circuit 
_Court, said Thursday that he had been 
served with a notice of the motion of- 
fered by Attorney Jourdan, and he re- 
garded it as a most unusual proceed- 
ing. 

I have not seen My client since July, 
1904, when I was informed by a notary 
public who visited her at her home that 
she was unable to leave. 

Some time afterward Mrs. Davidson 
filed suit against the United Railways

The case went to trial before Judge

When she was called as a witness. 
Attorney ‘Taylor. announced that his 
client was so weak that she could not 

eak above a whisper. The stenogra- 
. ier Was moved toward the rocking 
chair, which she occupied, and as she 
gave her testimony he repeated it to 
the jury. 

When recess for lunch was taken by 
the Court, Mrs. Davidson remained in 
the courtroom, her meals being served 
to her there. Not once during the trial 
of her case did she raise her head from 
the pillow resting on the back of the 
rere f chair. 

The jury award her judgment to the 
amount of $15.000.
